Native American tribes and individuals technically own many assets,
including land, but often do not control these assets and thus do not
reap the benefits. Asset-building policy in Native communities thus
must have a dual focus: assisting tribal nations in controlling and
building their assets, and assisting tribal members with individual asset
building to support their families and communities” Rebecca Adamson,
Founder, First Nations Development Institute

that has value and has lasting value, for example; land, a car, a house,
or a savings account.
